Bishop Coleman on intemperance. 


“Intemperance” was the subject of 
discotrse’ by Right Rev. Leighton 
Coleman, bishop of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Delaware, recently in New 
Brunswick, N. J. 

Tha Bishop declared that while there 
isa grateful decline in intemperance 
among men, there is an alarming in- 
crease of intoxication among brilliant 
and cultured women, those belonging 
to thie so called better classes. 

“There are various sorts of intemper- 
ence,” sald Bishop Coleman. There 
may be intemperance of speech, of 
work, and of so called recreation. But 
in. intemperance im the use of: liquor, 
intoxication is the most common and 
most painful. 

“The character of the victims as a 
rule is not that of the fool or idiot; the 
devil has no use for such, to serve his 
purpose, It is the clever man and 
woman—alas, thatI haye to include 
in this category, women - but it is true 
that of late there has been an improve- 
ment as far as men are concerned, but 
I believe that there is today a growing 
amount of intoxication among women 
im our lard. 

“A short time ago,” he continued, 
“I addresxd a meeting of leading 
society women in Now York City, 
when I made that statement. A lead- 
ing newspaper made a careful investi 
gation and senf me a copy of their 
publication which contained the result. 
N proved that my statement was 
literally correct as far as New York 
City is concerned. 

HI am sorry to say that it apportains 
to women and to mothers, partioularly 
those who have thecare and instruc- 
tion of our future men and women. It 
is a ead outlook when mothers are not 
living in soberness and chastity. 

“Drink finds shining marks among 
brilliant men and women, who, except 
for this fault, are at once récognixzed 
among the leading people of this land 
kind, obliging and competent. It seems 
like a mockery to think or speak of 
them as Incbriates. Drink has robbed 
both the State and the church of men 
end women.” 

Dr. Coleman advocated temperance 
teaching in the home and church asa 
oure for the evil.

ANOTHER OYSTER BILL. 


Mr. Giles of Somerset Has latroduced 
: A Meatare. 


Not daunted by the efforts of Mr. 
Dryden of Somerset and Mr. B. Howard 
Haman of Biltimore, to introduce 
oyster legislation which would be ac: 
ceptable to the oystermen and the gen- 
eral public, Mr. W. Trickett Giles, a 
member of the House of D.-legates 
from Somerset, has introduced a meas- 
ure which he desires to apply to his 
county. 

Mr. Giles’ bill provides that the 
owner or occupant of any land border- 
ingon the navigable waters of Somer- 
set county shall have the right of using 
those waters for the planting and 
propagation of oystcrs, The same right 
is extended to owners or occupants of 
land dordeting on creeks, coves or 
inlets Theriparian rights are to ex- 
tend to the middle of the creek. Any 
male or female resident of the county 
may apply to the og ster commission: rs 
of the county created for the purpose 
for a lease for not more than five acr.s 
of the bottom in any of the nayigable 
waters of the county, not including the 
waters bordering immediately on the 
land whose <ccupants, as above stated, 
have the right to those waters No 
natural bar or bed of oysters and no 
grassy bar suitable for the catching of 
crabs will be subject to lease. 

To determine what bottoms may be 
leased a commission of three residents 
ef the county is to be appointed by the 
Governor of the State, who are to re- 
ceive applications for leasts, and shall 
determine whether the bottoms for 
which leases are desired are subject to 
lease. These commissioners are to be 
paid $2 for each lot of five acres exam- 
ined and passed upon by them. 

Upon determination by the commis- 
sioners that bottoms are subject to 
lease to the applicant the latter is re- 
quited to have the bottom surveyed in 
the presence of the commissioners. 
After the approved survey the lessee is 
required to mark the bottom by buoys 
to which are to be attached metallic 
tags st owing name of the lessee. 

The leases are to be for 10 years at an 
annual rental of $i per acre for the 
first three years and an annual rental 
of $3 per acre for each year thereafter. 
Failure to pay this tax will nullify the 
lease, The tax goes to the county. 

All looations of oyster lota in the 
county under the provision of the gen- 
eral oyster laws for the purpose .of 
planting, bedding or sowing oysters are 
declared null and void, but whenever 
any person may have located and ap 
propriated a lot of not more than five 
acres he shall have the priority of right 
for the term ef lx months after the 
passage of the act if such person is 
competent under the act to make such 
lease, the lease to be subject to the tax 
above mentioned Any person having 
& lot under lease and failing to renew 
the lease shall have the right to remove 
the oysters within nine k onthe. The 
lessee is given the right to assign his 
Yease to any resident of one year in 
Somerset county. 

The fees of the oh ster commissioners 
and surveydrs are to be paid by appli- 
cante for lease, One-half of the funds 
derived from the leases is to be applied 
to the sobool fund, the other balf is to 
be expended under the supervision of 
the oyster police navy of the district in 
which Somerset county is located, in 
spreading shells upon the natural bot- 
toms 

Any person who shall unlawfully re: 
move oysters from the leased bottoms 
will Le subject to a fine of not leas than 
$200 nor more than $1000, or imprison- 
ment in jail untilthe fine shall have 
been paid, or in the house of corred 


Mail Boxes. 


For the information of our readers 
who are on rural mai! router, we will 
say that they are not obliged to buy 
any particular style of box to receive 
their mail. Any box that you choose 
to put up will be used, even a wooden 
bex picked up about the premises, Con- 
sidering that each family desires priv- 
soy and safety for their mall, it will be 
better, however, to pay a fair price for 
& properly constructed lock box. This 
will be about $8.00 with lock and post 
and will last a lifetime. Where lock 
bones are used they must be of uni- 
form patterns, so the carrier can open 
all with one key. The postmasters are 
not permitted to sell these boxes, but 
they can give you the names of bon- 
cerns who make a specialty of them,

Mr. H. P. Miller, v. D. M., Sunbury, 
Ohio, is the oldest son of a very success 
ful farmer and stock raiser, particularly 
ofsheep, He and two brothers have 
remained in the stock business and de- 
veloped it along other lines, ` 

Mr. Miller isa graduate of Antioc 
College and also of the Ohio State 
University Veterinary College. Is ac- 
cepted as an expert judge of stock at 
Fairs, Has charge of the sheep depart- 
ment of the “Ohio Farmer,” and con- 
tributor on other topics to other lead- 
ing Agricultural papers. He is said to 
be, by the best authority one of the 
best institute workers on the Ohio 
force. 

Mr. C. E. Chapman, Peruyille, N. Y 5 
was born a farmer's eon, and earned 
his first money chasing a turkey hen. 

Earned his first big money teaching 
school, at 17 years of age. He never 
had any pecuniary assistance, and 
always managed a farm, for which he 
did not have a dollar to pay down when 
purchased, 

He made a success in small-fruit 
growing, poultry, stock breeding (cattle 
and swine) and the growing of seed 
potatoes. 

Has a guod farm, and owes no man. 

Has attended institutes in several 
states, and aided in the work for 12 
years, more or 168. 

Hus studied some at Cornell Univer 
alty, short courses, and tried many 
experiments for others, 

Has written for agricultural papers 
for some years, and is now President 
of a Farmers Co operative Fire Insur- 
ance Company. 

II. J. Patterson, Maryland Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, College 
Park, Md., Chemist and Vice Director 
of the Maryland Agricultural Experi 
ment Station, is a graduate mnsy!- 
vania State College. After graduation 
he took a post graduate course in that 
institution and served for two years as 
first assistant chemist of the Pennsyl- 
vania Experiment Station, resigning 
that in 1888 to accept the position of 
chemist in the Maryland Station. Mr, 
Patterson has been identified with the 
farm all his lite and with experimental 
work since he was thirteen years old. 
Mr. Patterson is a fellow of the Amer- 
ican Association for the advancement 
of Science; a member of the Society for 
the Promotion of Agricultural Science 
(whose membership is limited to 100), 
of the Bociety of Chemical Indubiry 
(London, England); and of the Amer 
ican Chemical Society, and was for two 
years reporter on Foods and Feeding 
Stuffs for the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists. His work on 
the feeding of corn fodder has received 
national reputation and bulletin No. 
20 of the Maryland Station on that 
subject has been more largely quoted 
and reprinted possibly than any other 
bulletin in the United States. 

Miss Emma Suter Jacobs isa native 
of Wasnington, D. C., where she gradu- 
ated from the Normal School in 1887; 
the same year was appointed a teacher 
of cooking, and made director of the 
department of cooking in the public 
schools of Washington City in 1889, 
which position she otill retains, The 
department employs eighteen teach- 
ors, onach has her own kitchen, avd on 


an average 235 pupils per week. In 
the public echools of Washington cook- 
ing ranks as one of the major studies, 
and all pupils in the seventh and eighth 
grades are required to attend the class 
when h is taught. 

In 1800, under Miss Jacobs’ director- 
ship, classes for adults were organized, 
in connection with the publio sight 
schools. These classes are largely at- 
tended by young mothers and house- 
keepers, and afe filled long before the 
opening of the schools,

nmhmed $10,000,000 of registered b per 
cent. bonds of the United States Steel 
Corporation. This gift is to be held in 


‘trust the income from the bonds or 


from other securities that may be sub 
stituted for them to be applied to pay- 
ing the expenses of such trustees, who 
are to receive the bonds and collect 
the interest, and who are not made 
responsible for the safety of the bonds 
or for their depreciation. They may 
appoint officers, fixing their salaries, 
and provide for the financial business 
of the trust. The income is to be 
expended to founding in Washington 
an institution to co-operate with those 
now or hereafter established, and in 
the broadest and most liberal manner 
encourage investigation, research and 
discovery, show the application of 
knowledge to the improvement of 
mankind, provide such buildings, lab- 
oratories, books and apparatus as may 
be needed, and afford instruction of 
an advanced character to students 
properly qualified to profit thereby.” 
By a twothirds vote the trustees may 
modify these conditions in accordance 
with the original purpose, which fs 
“to secure if possible for the United 
States of America leadership in the 
domain of discovery and the utilize 
tion of new forces for the benefit af 
man.” 

After accepting the deed of gift the 
trustees proceeded to adopt by-lawa, 
and then elected the following officers: 
Chairman of the board of trustees, 
Abram Hewitt; vice chairman, Dr. J, 
8. Billings; secretary, Charles D. Wal- 
cott. 

Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, late of Johns

REDUCTION OF WAR TAXES 


Ways and Means Committee May 

Draft Bill to Repeal Entire Law. 

Washington Jan. 30—The Republi- 
can members of the ways and means 
committee held a private conference 
last night and decided to frame a bill 
for the reduction of war revenue 
taxes before proceeding further with 
the subject of Cuban reciprocity. A 
meeting of the full committee was 
held this morning, when work on the 
war revenue reduction bill began. No 
draft of a bill has been prepared by 
the Republican members, but it is 
pretty fully understood that the ma- 
jority are prepared to favor a meas- 
ure effecting very large reductions. 
amounting practically to a repeal of 
the entire war taxes, and aggregat- 
ing about $68,000,000. 


Raliroad Officiale Admit Rate Cutting. 

Washington, Jan. 30.—Some im- 
portant admissions of rate cutting 
were made at a hearing given by the 
inter-state commerce commission yes- 
terday in continuance of the investi- 
gation begun at Kansas City on Jan- 
wary 9. Vice President Paul Morton, 
of the Atchison., and J. M. Johnson, 
of the Rock Island, and J. M. Monroe, 
traffic manager of the Union Pacific, 
testified.

Wasurxcrox, Jan. 26.—From an un- 
usual standpoint Dr. Talmage in this 
discourse looks at the duties and trials 
which belong to the different decades 
of buman life; text, Psalms xe, 10, 
“The days of our years are threescore 
years and ten.” 

The seventieth milestone of life is 
here planted.as at the end of the jour- 
ney. A few go beyond it, Multitudes 
never reach It. The oldest person of 
modern times expired at 100 years. A 
Greek of the name of Stravaride lived 
to 182 years. An Englishman of the 
name of Thomas Parr lived 152 years. 
Before the time of Moses people lived 
150 years, and if you go far enough 
back they lived 900 years. Well, that 
wns necessary, because the story of 
the world must come down by tradi- 
tion, and it needed long life safely to 
transmit the news of the past. If the 
generations had been short lived, the 
story would so often have changed lips 
that it might have got all astray, But 
after Moses began to write it down and 
parchment teld it from century to cen- 
tury it was not necessary that people 
live so long in order to authenticate 
the events of the past. If in our time 
people lived only twenty-five years, 
that would not affect history, since it is 
put in print and is no longer dependent 
on tradition. Whatever your age, I will 
today directly address you, and I shall 
speak to those who are in the twenties, 
the thirties, the forties, the fifties, the 
sixties, and to those who are In the Bev- 
enties and beyond. 
| First, then, I accost those of you who 
are in the twenties. You are full of 
expectation. You are ambitious—that 
s, if you amount to anything—for some 

ind of success, commercial or mechan- 
ical or professional or literary or agri- 
cultural or social or moral. If f find 
some one in the twenties without any 
sort of ambition, | feel like saying: 
“My friend, you have got on the wrong 
planet. This is not the world for you. 
You are goling to be In the way. Have 
you made your choice of poorhouges? 
You will never be able to pay for your 
cradle. Who is golng to settle for 
your board? There is a mistake about 
the fact that you were born at all.” 

Advice to the Twenties, 

But. supposing you have ambition, let 
ine say to all the twenties, expect every- 
thing through divine manipulation, and 
then you will get all you want and 
something better. Are you looking for 
wealth?) Well, remember that God con- 
(rola the money markets, the harvests, 
the droughts, the caterpillars, the lo- 
custs, tbe sunshine, the storm, the land, 
the sea, and you will get wealth. Per 
haps not that which Is stored up in the 
banks, lu safe deposits. in United States 
securities, in houses and lands. but 
your clothing and board and shelter. 
and that is about all you can appro- 
priate anybow, You cost the Lord a 
great deal. To feed and clothe and 
abelter you for a lifetime requires a big 
sum of money, and If you get nothing 
more iban the absolute necearsities you 
get an enormous amount of supply. 
Expect of much as you will of any 
kind of success, If you expect it from 
the Lord zou are gafe. Depend on any 
other resource, and you may be badly 
chagrined, but depend on God and all 
will be well. It is a good thing lu the 
crisia of life to have a man of largo 
means back you up. It la a great thing 
to hn ve a moneyed Institution stand be 
bind you in your undertaking. Rut it 
inn mightier thing to bave the God of 
hen ven and earth your coadjutor, and 
you may bare him, I am so glad that 
met you while you are In the twen 
ties, You are laying out your pinus.

in vain, three persons only know—God, | 
your wife and yourself, In commer 
cial Ute you have not had the prome | 
ticn and the increase in salary you an- 
ticipated, or the place you expected to 
occupy in the firm has pot been va- 
cated. The produce of the farm with 
which you expected to support your 
self and those depending on you and 
to pay the Interest on the mortgage 
has been far less than you anticipated, 
or the prices were down, or special ex- 
penses for sickness made drafts on 
your resources that you could not have 
expected. In some respects the hard- 
est decade of life is the thirties, be 
cause the results are generally 80 far 
behind the anticipations. It is very 
rare indeed that a young man does as 
did the young man one Sunday night 
when he came to me and sald, “I have 
been so marvelously prospered since 1 
came to this country that I feel as a 
matter of gratitude that 1 ought to 
dedicate myself to God.” Nine-tenths 


of the poetry of life has been knocked 


out of you since you came Into the 
thirties. Men in the different profes- 
sions and occupations saw that you 
were rising, and they must put an es- 
toppel ou you or you might somehow 
stand in the way. They think you 
must be suppressed. From thirty to 
forty is an especially hard time for 
young doctors young lawyers, young 
merchants, young farmers, young me- 
chanics, young ministers. The strug- 
gle of the thirties is for bonest and 
helpful and remunerative recognition. 
But few old people know how to treat 
young people without patronizing tbem 
on the one band or snubbing them on 
the other. Ob, the thirties! Joseph 
stood before Pharaoh at thirty; David 
was thirty years old when he began to 
reign; the height of Sclomon's temple 
was thirty cubits; Christ entered upon 
his active nilnistry at thirty years of 
age; Judas sold him for thirty pieces 
of silver. Oh, the thirties! What a 
word suggestive of triumph or disas 
ter! 

Your decade is the one that will prot 
ably afford the greatest opportunity 
for victory because there is the great- 
est necessity for struggle. Read the 
world’s history and know what are the 
thirties for good or bad. Alexander the 
Great closed his career at thirty-two; 
Frederick the Great made Europe 
tremble with his armies at thirty-five; 
Cortes conquered Mexico at thirty; 
Grant fought Shiloh and Donelson 
when thirty-eight; Raphael died at 
thirty-seven; Luther was the bero of 
the reformation at thirty-five; Sir Phil 
ip Sidney got through by thirty-two. 
The greatest deeds for God and against 
him were done within the thirties, and 
your greatest battles are now and be- 
tween the time when you cense ex- 
pressing your age by putting first a 
figure 2 and the time when you will 
cease expressing it by putting first a 
figure 3. As it is the greatest time of 
the struggle, I adjure you, in God's 
name and by God's grace, make it the 
greatest achievement. My prayer is for 
all those in the tremendous crisis of 
the thirties, The fact is that by the 
way you decide the present decade of 
your history you decide all the follow- 
lug decades. 

The Decade of Discovery. 

Nest I accost the forties. Yours is 
the decade of discovery. I do not mean 
the discovery of the outside, but the 
discovery of yourself. No man knows 
himself until he is forty. He overesti- 
mates or underestimates himself. By 
that time be bas learned what he can 
do or what he cannot do. He thought 
be had commercial genius enough to 
become a millionaire, but now he is 
satiefed to make a comfortable living, 
He thought he bad rbetorical power 
that would bring bim into the United 
States senate; now be la content it be 
can successfully argue a common case 
before a petit Jury. He thought he 
bad medical skill that would make him 
à Mott or a Grosse or a Willard: Par 
ker of a Sims; now he finds bis sphere. 
is that of a family physician, prescrib- 
ing for the ordinary allments that af- 
flict our race. He was sailing on in a 
fog and could not take a reckoning, 
but now It clears up enough to allow 
him to find out bis real latitude and 
longitude, He bas been climbing, but 
now be bas got to the top of the hill, 
and be takes a long breath. He le half 
way through the journey at least, and 
he is in à position to look backward or 
forward. He has more good sense 
than be ever had. He knows human 
nature, for be bas been cheated often 
enough to see the bad side of it, and 
be bas met so many gracious and kind- 
ly and splendid souls be also knows 
the good aide of it. Now, calm your 
self. Thank God for the past and de- 
Uberately sot your compass for anoth- 
er voyage. You have chased enough 
thistledown; you bave blown enough 
soap bubbles; you have seen the un- 
satisfying nature of all earthly things. 
Open a new chapter with God and the 
world. This decade of the forties 
ought to eclipse all its predecessors In 
worship, in usefulness and in happl 
nesa.

an existence which, in the most mark- 
ed cuses of longevity, bardly ever 
reaches a whole century. By this time 
you ought to be eminent for piety. You 
have been in so many battles you ought 
to be a brave solaler,. You have made 
so many voyages you ought to be a 
good sailor. 80 long protected and 
blessed, you ought to have a soul full 
of doxology. In Bible times in Canaan 
every fifty years was by God's com- 
mand a year of jubilee. The people did 
not work that year. If property had 
by misfortune gone out of one’s pos- 
session, on the fiftieth year it came 
back to him, If he had fooled it away, 
it was returned without a farthing to 
pay. If a man had been enslaved, he 
was In that year emancipated. A trum- 
pet was sounded loud and clear and 
long, and it was the trumpet of jubilee. 
They shook hands, they laughed, they 
congratulated. What a time it was, 
that fiftieth year! And if under the old 
dispensation it was such a glad time, 
under our new and more glorious dis- 
pensation let all who bave come to the 
fifties hear the trumpet of jubilee that 
I now blow. That was the allusion 
made by Mr. Toplady, the great hym- 
nologist, when be wrote: 

Blow ye the trumpet, blow 

The gladly solemn sound; 

Let all the nations know, 

To earth's remotest bound, 
The year of jubilee is come; 
Return, ye ransomed sinners, home. 


Ye who have sold for nought 
Your heritage above 
Shall have it back unbought, 
The gift of Jesus’ love. 
The year of jubilee has come; 
Return, ye ransomed sinners, home. 
At Threescore, 

My sermon next accosts the sixties, 
The beginning of that decade is more 
atartling than any other, lu his chron- 
ologi journey the man rides rather 
smoothly over the figures 2 and 3 and 4 
and 6, but the figure 6 gives him a big 
jolt. He says: It cannot be that I am 
sixty. Let me examine the old family 
record, I guess they made a mistake. 
They got my name down wrong in the 
roll of births.” But, no, the older 
brothers or sisters remember the time 
of his advent, and there is some rela- 
tive a year older and another relative 
a year younger, and, sure enough, the 
fact is established beyond al! disputa- 
tion. Sixty! Now your great danger 
is the temptation to fold up your facul- 
ties and quit, You will feel a tendency 
to scence; If you do not look 
out, Jou will begin almost everything 
with the words, “When I was a boy.” 
But you ought to make the sixties more 
memorable for God and the truth than 
the fifties or the forties or the thirties. 
You ought to do more during the next 
ten years than you did in any thirty 
years pf your life because of all the ex- 
perience you have had. You have com- 
mittedenough mistakes in life to make 
you above your janiors. Now, un- 
der the accumulated light of your past 
experimenting, go to work for God 
as never before, When a man in the 
sixties folds up his energy and [feels 
he has done enough, it is the devil of 
indolence to which he is surrendering, 
and generally takes the man at bis 
word and lets him die right away. His 
brain, that under the tension of hard 
work is active, now suddenly shbrfvels, 
Men, whether they retire from secular 
or religious work, generally retire to 
the grave. No well man has a right to 
retire. The world was made to work. 
There remaineth a rest for the people 
of God, but it is in a sphere beyond the 
reach of telescopes. The military 
charge that decided one of the greatest 
battles of the ages—the battle of Wa- 
terloo—was not made until 8 o'clock in 
the evening, but some of you propose 
to go into cimp at 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon. 

At the Harder Mouth. 

My subject next accosts those in the 
seventies and beyond. My word to 
them is congratulation. You have got 
nearly if not quite through. You have 
safely ‘crossed the sen of Ute and are 
abont to enter the harbor. You have 
fought at Gettysburg, and the war 16 
over—here and there a skirmish with 
the remaining sin of your own heart 
and the sin of the world, but | guess 
you are about done. There may be 
some work for you yet on a small or 
large scale. Bismarck of Germany vig- 
orous in the eighties. The prime min- 
ister of England strong at seventy-two. 
Haydn composing his oratorio, “The 
Creation," at seventy years of age. Isoc- 
rates doing some of his best work at 
seventy-four, Plato busy thinking for 
all succeeding centuries at eighty-one. 
Noah Webster, after making bis world 
renowned dictionary, hard at work un- 
til eighty-five years old. Rey. Daniel 
Waldo praying in my pulpit at one 
hundred years of age, Humboldt pro- 
ducing the immortal “Cos at sev- 
enty-six years. William Blake at six. 
ty-seven learning Italian so as to read 
Dante in the original. Lord Cockburn 
at eighty-seven writing bis best tron- 
tise. John Wesley stirring great audi- 
ences at eighty-five. William C. Bry- 
ant, without spectacles, reading in my 
house “Thanatopsis” at cighty-three

An aged woman sent to her physi- 
clan and told him of her alfments, and 
the doctor sald: “What would you have 
me do, madam? I cannot make you 
young again.” She replied: “I know 
that, doctor. What I want you to do 
is to help me to grow old a little lon- 
ger.” The young have their troubles 
before them; the old have their trou- 
bles behind them. You have got about 
all out of this earth that there is in it. 
Be glad that you, an aged servant of 
God, are going to try another life and 
amid better surroundings. Stop look- 
ing back and look ‘ahead. O yo in 
the seventies and the eighties and the 
nineties, your best days are yet to 
come, your grandest associations are 
yet to be formed, your best eyesight is 
yet to be kindled, your best hearing is 
yet to be awakened, your greatest 
speed is yet to be traveled, your glad- 
dest song ls yet to be sung. The most 
of your friends have gone over the bor- 
der, and you are going to join them 
very soon. They are walting for you; 
they are watching the golden shore to 
gee you land; they are watching the 
shining gate to see you come through; 
they are standing by the throne to see 
you mount. What a glad hour when 
you drop the staff and take the scep- 
ter, when you quit the stiffened joints 
and become an immortal athlete! But 
hear, hear; a remark pertinent to all 
people, whether in the twenties, the 
thirties, the forties, the fifties, the six- 
ties, the seventies or beyond. 

The Need of All Ages, 

What we all need is to take the su- 
pernatural into our lives. Do not let 
us depend on brain and muscle and 
nerve. We want a mighty supply of 
the supernatural. We want with us a 
divine force mightier than the waters 
and the tempests, and when the Lord 
took two steps on bestormed Galilee, 
putting one foot on the winds and the 
other on the waves, he proved himself 
mightier than hurricane and billow: 
We want with us a divine force greater 
than the fires, and when the Lord cool- 
ed Nebuchadnezzar’s furnace until 
Shadrach, Mesbach and Abed aia 
not even have to fan themsely 
proved himself mightier than the fre. 
We want a divine force stronger than 
wild beast, and when the Lord made 
Daniel a lion tamer he proved himself 
stronger than the wrath of the jungles. 
There are so many diseases in the 
world we want with us a divine Physi- 
cian capable of combating aliments, 
and our Lord when on earth showed 
what he could do with catalepay and 
paralysis and ophthalmia and demen- 
tla. Oh, take this supernatural into all 
your lives! How to get it? Just as 
you get anything you want—by appi 
cation. 

But the most of you will never reach 
the eighties or the seventies or the six- 
tles or the fifties'or the forties. He 
who passes into the forties has gone 
far beyond the average of human life. 
Amid the uncertainties take God 
through Jesus Christ as your present 
and eternal safety. The longest life 
ts only a small fragment of the great 
eternity. We will all of us soon be 
there. 

Eternity, how near it rolls! 
Count the vast value of your souls. 
Beware and count the awfuj cost

FARMERS SLOW TO CONTRACT. 


The Cunning Mea Experience Difficulty 
ia Getting an Acreage. 


The canners are having difficulty to 
get the Wicomico farmers to agree to 
grow tomatoes this year at the old 
prices, $6.00 per ton. 

The present priges for the canned 
goods are such and the market sọ bare 
that the farmers believe a bigger profit 
than usual awaits the canner, hence 
the farmer thinks he should get bigger 
money forgrowing the raw material, 

The same feeling prevails among the 
growers in other sections of the penin- 
sula, A joint meeting was held in 
Roe’s Hall, Greensboro, on Saturday, 
by the farmers of that vicinity and the 
canners, for the purpose of agreeing 
upon a price for tomatoes for the com- 
ing season, but it availed nothing, and 
the breach between the growers and 
ĉanners is wider tha ever. 

At a recent meeting of Caroline 
farmers a resolution was passed where- 
by the growers demanded 15 centa per 
basket for their fruit. Fred P. Roe, of 
the packing firm cf Fred P. Rae & Bro,,, 
replied to the demand made by the 
growers, saying that they could not 
possibly pay more than 12 cents per 
basket, and if they could not get to- 
matoes grown for that price they would 
close their factory. This statement 
was resented by the growers, who re- 
fused the offer and stood firm to their 
previous demand of 15 cents per basket. 

It is claimed by the farmers that with 
the changed condition in the prices of 
canned goods the price this year should 
be in excess of that paid last season—$6 
per ton. The farmers claim that within 
the last six months the prices have ad- 
vanced 75 per cent, and that there is but 
a light stock of last season's pack in the 
hands of the packersand wholesale gro- 
oer, and further claim that under these 
conditions there isne reason why the 
present satisfactory quotations will not 
be maintgined during the present year. 
One of the important factors which 
contributes to the determined stand 
taken by the growers isthe fact that 
last year they were under contract with 
the packers at $6 per ton. Those who 
were not under contract received in the 
open market from 818 to $80 per ton. 
The disparity of prices and the enor- 
mous profits suggested by these figures, 
which were realized by the packer at 
the expense of the grower, has caused 
much serious consideration. 

The Mesars. Roberts of Baltimore who 
have been contemplating the erection 

of acannery in Salisbury have written 
to Mr. E. 8. Truitt that if they can 
procure contracts with the farmers for 
an aggregate of 800 acres in tomatoes at 
$7.00 per ton they will erect the plant. 

The plant will most likely, if built 
at all, be located in East Salisbury near 
the N. Y. P. & N. railroad,

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TO BRIDGE LAKE HUMPHREYS. 


Citizens of East asd South Salisbury 
Desire Such an Improvement. 


Citizens of East and South Salisbury 
are becoming deeply interested in the 
bridging, (for foot passengers only) of 
Lake Humphreys. Those interested 
want a bridge to span the lake just 
above the N. Y. FP & N. railroad 
bridge, for the convenience of the fac- 
tery hends (men and women) in the 
two sections named who go daily back- 
ward and forward to and from their 
work, At present the only way for the 
sixty-odd employers of No. 8 mill and 
the shirt factory, who re ide in East 
Salisbury, have of reaching their work 
is to cross the railroad bridge or to 
come down town and cross via the dam. 
The latter is at least a mile further and 
therefore causes much Ices of time as 
well as extra walking, Crossing by the 
railroad bridge is always attended with 
danger, and the management of the 
road seriously object to ite being used 
for that purpose. 

Recently two ladies started to cross 
just before the noon mail train arrived. 
They had gone only a short distance 
when they heard the train coming. 
Becoming demoralized they sat down 
on the bridge to awail their fate, For- 
tunately the engineer saw them and by 
stopping bis train averted a catastrophe. 
Last Sunday morning Mr. Levin Mo- 
Lam started to cross the bridge which 
was then covered with ice and sleet. 
He fell and dislocated his collar bone 
and received other injurier. 

The lake at the point where the foot 
bridge is desired is about 400 fect wide, 
and it is estimated by some of those 
who ars askirg for it thata bridge 
four feet wide with rail may be well and 
substantially built of 2 inch white oak 
flitch with strong piling for about 
$850, which estimate is no doubt too 
small, s 

It is said that private subsoriptions 
could be secured to aid in the bridge's 
construction. Messrs. W F. Calloway 
and F. A. Grier are among those who are 
taking an active interest in the proposed 
improvement. 

It looks as if the bridge is very much 
needed, but doubtful if the City Coun- 
cil can see its way, in the present con- 
dition of the treasury to expend the 
money for the purpose.

Rev. C. H. Hayden, rector of Stone 
Presbyterian ' Church, of Cleveland, | 
which was built by the late Amasa 
Stone, the grandfather of Helen Hay 
The bride’s attendants were Miss 
Alice Hay and Miss Dorothy Whitney. 
The groom was attended by Eugene 
Hale, Jr. son of Senator Hale, œ 
Maine. 

The president of the Unite States 
toasted the bride at the wedding 
breakfast succeeding the marriage 
ceremony. A thousand invitations 
had been sent out, and the church on 
Connecticut avenue was packed with 
the most brilliant assemblage that has 
probably ever gathered there. The 
numerous presents rpceived by the 
bride were on view at the residence of 
Secretary Hay. The room where they 
were arranged was ablaze with the 
light of diamonds and the flashes from 
silver and cut glass. After the wed- 
ding the presents were sent to New 
York, where they will be kept in a 
safe deposit vault until the return of 
the couple from their bridal trip in 
April.

Brooch of dia- 
mond and rubles, 3% inches In diame- 
ter, to be worn as a corsage ornament, 
with a pendant of three solitaire dia- 
monds, each nearly an inch in diame- 
ter; also a ruby ring, from William C. 
Whitney. A $150,000 necklace, a man- 
sion on Fifth avenue near his own, 
and a beautiful residence at Tuxedo, 
with spacious grounds; with this house 
he has presented a complete outfit of 
china and the greater portion of. the 
furnishings, from Colonel Oliver 
Payne, uncle of the bridegroom.

Capt. Holland's Experience. 


Captain Wm, S. Holland, a brother 
of Judge Holland of this city whose 
Geath at his home in Lewes, Del., was 
briefly mentioned in last week u AD 
VERTISER, had avery exciting career 
He began the life of a sailor at 17 
years, and many of his experiences 
were of the most thrilling character, 
He was one of Philadelphia's oldest 
shipmasters. He retired from the sea 
in 1893 after a voyage from Santos, 
Brazil, in which his entire ship's comp 
any had died of yellow fever. He him- 
self was ill of the fever 

Capt. Holland, at the time was in 
command of the old Philadelphia brig 
Odorilla, owned by Henry D. May. In 
1893 while in command of this vessel, 
he collected in demurrage for detention 
at Santos, during the yellow fever epi- 
demio, a sum equal to almost twice the 
value of the vessel. 

When the Odorilla arrived at Santos 
there were so many vessels ahead of 
her that she was unable to reach her 
discharging berth, and for 845 days she 
lay at that pest ridden place, awaiting 
an opportunity to dispose of her . 
During this time the death rate daily 
averaged 810. One by one he saw the 
members of his crew succumb to the 
te ver.

A musician as well as poet and con- 
queror and king was David, the author 
of my text. He first composed the sa- 
cred rhythm and then played it upon a 
barp, striking and plucking the strings 
with his fingers and thambs. The 
harp is the oldest of musical instru- 
ments. Jubal invented it, and he was 
the seventh descendant from Adam. 
Its music was suggested by the twang 
of the bowstring. Homer refers to the 
barp in the “Iliad.” It is the most con- 
secrated of all instruments. The flute 
is more mellow, the bugle more mar-

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pet more resonant, the organ more 
mighty, but the harp bas a tenderness 
and sweetness belonging to no other 
instrument that I know of. It enters 
into the richest symbolism of the Holy 
Scriptures. The captives in their sad- 
ness “hung their harps upon the wil- 
lows.” The raptures of heaven are 
represented under the figure of “harp- 
ers harping on their harps.” We learn 
from coins and medals that in the Mac- 
cabean age the harp had only three 
strings. In other ages it had eight 
strings. David's barp bad ten strings, 
and when his great soul was afire with 
the theme his sympathetic voice, ac- 
companied by exquisite vibration of 
the chords, must have been overpower- 
ing. 

With as many things to complain 
about as any man ever had David 
wrote more anthems than any other 
man ever wrote. He puts even the 
frosts and hallstorms and tempests 
and creeping things and flying fowl 
and the mountains and the hills and 
day and night into a chorus. Absa- 
lom’s plotting and Abithophel's treach- 
ery and hosts of antagonists and sleep- 
jess nights and a running sore could 
not bush his psalmody. Indeed, the 
more his troubles the mightier his sa- 
cred poems. The words “praise” and 
“song” are so often repeated in bis 
psalms that one would think the type- 
setter’s case containing the letters with 
which those words are spelled would 
be exhausted. 

In my text David calls upon the peo- 
ple to praise the Lord with an Instru- 
ment of ten strings, like that which he 
was accustomed to finger. The simple 
fact is that the most of us. if we praise 
the Lord at all, play upon one string 
or two strings or three strings when 
we ought to take a barp fully chorded 
and with glad fingers sweep all the 
strings. Instead of being grateful for 
dere and there a blessing we happen 
to think of. we ought to rebearse all 
our blessings so far as we can recall 
them and obey the Injunction of my 
text to sing unto him with an instru- 
ment of ten strings.

| hand and swept all the strings of grat- 
itude, you would bave struck this, 
which Is one of the most dulcet of the 
ten strings. 

Further, notice how many pass 
through life In silence because the ear 
refuses to do its office. They never 

| hear music, vocal or instrumental. The 
thunder that rolls its full diapason 
through the heavens does not startle 
| the prolonged silence. The air that 
has for us so many melodies has no 
sweet sound for them. They live in a 
quietude that will not be broken until 
heaven breaks in upon them witb its 
harmonies. The bird voices of the 
springtime, the ellatter of the children, 
| the sublime chant of the sea, the solo 
| of the cantatrice and the melody of the 
great worshiping assemblies mean 
nothing to them. Have we devoutly 
thanked God for these two wonders of 
our hearing, with which we can now 
put ourselves under the charm of sweet 
sound and also carry in our memories 
the infantile song with which our 
mothers put us to sleep, and the voices 
of the great prima donnas like Lind 
and Patti and Neilson, and the sound 
of instruments like the violin of the 
Swedish performer, or the cornet of 
Arbuckle, or the mightiest of all in- 
struments, with the hand of Morgan 
on the keys and his foot on the pedal, 
or some Sabbath tune like “Corona- 
tion,” in the acclaim of which you 
could hear the crowns of heaven com- 
ing down at the feet of Jesus? Many 
of us have never thanked God for this 
hearing apparatus of the soul. That is 
one of the ten strings of gratitude that 
we ought always to thrum after benr 
ing the voice of a loved one or the last 
strain of an oratorio or the clang of a 
cathedral tower. 

Further, there are many who never 
recognize how much God gives them 
when he gives them sleep. Insomnia 
is a calamity wider known in our land 
than in any other. By midlife vast 
multitudes have their nerves so over- 
wrought that slumber bas to be coaxed, 
and many are the victims of chloral 
and morphine, Sleeplessness is an 
American disorder. If it has not touch- 
ed you and you can rest for seven or 
eight bours without waking—if for that 
length of time in every twenty-four 
hours you can be free of all care and 
worriment and your nerves are retuned 
and your limbs escape from all fatigue 
and the rising sun finds you a new 
man, body, mind and sou)—you have an 
advantage that ought to be put in 
prayer and song and congratulation. 
The French financier, almost wealthy 
enough to purchase a kingdom, but the 
victim of insomnia, wrote, “No slumber 
to be bought in any market.“ He was 
right. Sleep is a gratuity from him 
who never sleeps, Ob, the felici of 
slumber! Let all who have this real 
benefaction celebrate it. That is one 
of the sweetest strings in all the Instru- 
ment of ton strings. 

Further, let us gratefully acknowl- 
edge the power of physical locomotion, 
To be able to go where we wish and all 
unaided—what a kindness! What mul- 
titudes have to call in the ald of cane 
and crutch and invalid’s chair, and 
their whole life is a binderment! How 
hard to get about with lack of ‘strong 
and healthy and supple limba! Con- 
gratulated ought you all to be if you 
have the usual physical endowment, 
and sympathized with ought all those 
to be whocan neither walk norclimb nor 
enter upon any great activities, That 
is one of the thousands of reasons why 
I bate war with a complete batred. It 
takes off with bullet or shell or sur- 
geon’s knife the capacity of men to 
achieve their own livelihood or do the 
work for which they would otherwise 
be fully qualified. Brave men, self 
sacrificing men, for the reat of their 
Ute are put on the limits and strangely 
suffer in stormy weather from limbs 
amputated, 

Give Thanks For Sound Limbe, 

How much of the human family in 
every century bas been cut up and 
shot to pièces and passed Into mutila- 
ton! American manhood had hardly 
recovered from the lacerations of tho 
War of the Revolution when it was 
enhed to be.carved by the swords and 
stabbed with the bayonets and black - 
ened with the gunpowder of 1812 
Hardly recoveréd was our American 
manhood from that when the war with 
Mexico began its butchery.

through the south. Hardly was our 
American manhood recoyered from 
that when the Spanish war came, with 
its malaria and crowded hospitals. 
Thank God that now four of the great- 
est nations are allied in good under 
standing—the United States, England, 
Germany and Russla—and if they will 
do the right thing they can forever 
stop national anf international strife 
and put an end to wholesale amputa- | 
tion. There are enough accidents In 
time of peace to keep the race mutilat- 
ed more than it ever ought to be, and 
the human family needs ail its arms 
and hands and feet to do the work 
that God calla it to do, 

Further, celebrate on the instrument. 
of ten strings our illumined nights. 
They spread their tents over us, and 
some of us herdly go out to look at 
them. During the nights other worlds 
come in sight. The author of my text 
chimed the silver bells in the tower of 
the midnight heavens, saying, “When 
I consider the heavens, the work ft 
thy fingers; the moon and the stars, 
which thou hast ordained, what is man 
that thou art mindful of him?" We 
thank God for the day; we ought also 
to thank him for the night. Worlds 
on worlds in sight of the naked eye, 
but more worlds revealed by telescope. 
At least one night in his lifetime every 
man ought to go Into astronomleal ob- 
servatory and see what has teen done 
by the great World Bullder. Thank 
God for lunar and stellar illumiun- 
tion! 

Further, on the Instrument of ten 
strings celebrate the possession of our 
reason. A severe stroke upon the head 
or a sudden calamity or any one of 
fifty kinds of accident might dethrone 
our reason and leave us worse off than 
the brute, for the brute has un substi- 
tute for reason in what is called in- 
stinct, but a man's brain shattered 
and be has neither mind nor Instinct. 
The asylums for the insane, though 
all the time multiplying. are not enough 
to shelter the demented. Through the 
cramming system employed in many of 
the schools of this country there are 
tens of thousands of children having 
their brain depl@ted. Philosophers at 
ten years of age, astronomers at elev- 
en years of age, geologists at twelve 
years of age. They will be first on ex- 
amination day, but last in all matters 
of useful and successful life. It would 
be amusing to see how much children 
are expected to learn and know If it 
were not connected with the tragedies 
of damaged intellects which follow. 
Amid the increasing dementia of the 
world let us appreciate the goodness of 
God to us if our mental faculties are in 
equipoise. Voyaging from New Zea- 
land to Australia, a storm swooped 
upon us, and we saw all around us 
fragments of ships that hnd been 
caught in the same tempest. And how 
thankful we were, sailing into Sydney 
harbor, that we had escaped! So that 
man and that woman whose intellect 
goes safely through the storms of this 
life, in which so many have foundered, 
ought every day and every night em- 
ploy one of the ten strings in gratitude 
for that particular mercy. 

The Blessing of Friendship. 

Another string of this instrument 1 
now touch—friendships, deep and abid- 


| ing, by which I refer to those people 


‘who, when good or bad motive may be 
ascribed to you, ascribe the good; those 
concerning whom you do not wonder 
which side they will take when you are 
under discussion; those who would 
more gladly serve you than serve them- 
selves; those to whom you can tell ey- 
erything without reserve; those who 
are first in your home by person or by 
telegram when you have trouble. Oh, 
what a blessing to have plenty of 
friends! Aye, if you have only one 
good friend, you are blessed’ in that 
glad possession., With one such friend 
you can defy the world. But he must 
be a tried friend, You cannot tell who 
are your real friends till disasters come. 
As long as you collect vast dividends 
and have bealth jocund and popularity 
unbounded you will have crowds of 
seeming friends, but let bankruptcy 
and invalidism and defamation come, 
and the number of your friends will 
be 05 per cent off. If you have been 
through some great crisis and you have 
one friend left, thank God and cele- 
brate it on the sweetest harpstring. 

“While all this is so,” says some one, 
“there are so many things that others 

| have which I have not.“ 1 reply, it is 
not what we get, but what we are, that 
decides our happiness. With the bare 
necessities of life many are unspeaka- 
bly happy, while others with all the 
luxuries are impersonations of misery. 
In the Roman empire there was no 
man more wretched than the Nero who 
ruled it. The porticoes of his palace 
were a mile long. A statue of him in 
silver and gold 120 feet high stood in 
the vestibule. The walls of his palace 
were mother of pearl and Ivory. The 
ceiling was arranged to shower flowers 
and pour perfumes upon the guests, 
His wardrobe was so large that he nev- 
er wore a garment twice. His mules 
were shod in silver, He fished with 
books of gold. A thousand carriages 
accompanied him when he traveled, 
His crown was worth $500,000, He had 
everything but happiness. That never 
came.

“THE BILL OF THE SESSION,” 


Mr. Thomas Perry 80 Declares the Ha» 
maa Oyster Measure. 


There is ia my judgment no measure 
yet presented or likely to be presented 
for enactment this session at Annapolis 
as important as the Haman Oyster Bill 
now before the legislature, If it is the 
barren bottoms of the bay and its trib- 
utaries, that Mr, Haman Proposes to 
lease (and that is unquestionably the 
provision) I do not see the oystermen 
have anything more to do with it than 
they would with a law regulating the 
leasing of marshes to parties to catch 
muskrate, supposing the state owned 
marshes. I do not think however any- 
one claims that the oyster beds of the 
state belong to any one class of citizens 
of the state, but are the property of the 
state, just as the barren bottoms are. 
I believe that those who are engaged in 
the oyster business make a mistake by 
opposing this legislation, because the 
same opportunities will be given them 
that will be giyen any other citizen of 
the state to lease these lands, and they 
are much better prepared to judge of 
bottoms most valuable. It will not be 
an enterprise that will singly require 
any great amount of capital. Of course 
in the aggregate it doss mean a vast 
sum, and if there are oystermen who do 
not want to lease grounds, they will not 
only not be interferred with in any of 
the privileges they now enjoy but their 
opportunities will be increased three 
fold. In the first place there will be 
an unusual demand for oysters to seed 
these bottoms, and, by the way, I think 
the Haman Bill is defective in that it 
does not provide for taking oysters a 
portion ot the closed season to seed 
these beds with. The demand for oys- 
ters'to seed the beds would make the 


. oyster business exceptionally good for 


tome yearsto come, Then when the 
leased bottoms begin to yield, there 
will bes three fold demand for labor 
to take these oysters from the beds; for 
it must be remembered that the culti- 
vated crop muat be reaped in about the 
same manner as the wild crop from the 
natural rocks. Why then should the 
oysterman opposes the measure? On the 
other hand he is one of those who will 
be most benefitted under it. I do not 
exactly like the provision whioh stipu- 
lates that these bottoms shall be leased 
at from one to three dollars per acre, 
better have them leased out under 
pablic sale in some form so that the 
privilege will be given alike to all citi- 
zens of the State. 

I say the measure is an important 
one and entitled to the greatest consid- 
eration, but I do not take the same rosy 
view of the matter that Prof. Brooks 
does, nor do I quite agree with Mr. 
Haman that we make our calculations 
to spend $400,000 a year on our public 
roads from money obtained from this 
source, I believe that we will eventually 
get much more than Mr. Haman 
names, but it will take several years to 
get these bottoms leased out. 

We must not suppose that all the 
available bottoms of the state will be 
platted in a few months and ready to 
goon the market, besides, prospective 
lessees will soon see that it would take 
the entire catch of many seasons from 
the natural beds to seed 400,000 acres 
even if the entire catch was used for 
that purpose which will not be done 
nor the half either. 

I understand that the prime objeo- 
tion to the bill by the oystermen is 
that it will make oysters cheap. 

That time is some distance ahead, 
friends. It is quite prot able that oys- 
ters will never be as cheap as they have 
been in the past, for if the Haman bill 
pases and the quantity is greatly in- 
creased, it must be remembered that 
the population within reach of Balti- 
more on account of increased transpor- 
tation facilities, and the use of refrig- 
erating methods added to our increased 
population, can take probably one hun- 
dred times as many oysters as it could 
forty years ago if the prices were such 
as to make them an article of staple 
diet. : 

If this law passes, Wicomico county 
will get eight to ten thousand @oliars 
a year for improvement of our public 
roads, if the amount anticipated by the 
friends of the bill is realized. I om 
confident myself that it would be 
eventually, althoogh I do not believe 
it would be at first. I hope the Wicom- 
ico delegation will give the matter due 
consideration. It is to my mind the 
bill of the session, and in considering 
it the interests of the whole county and 
of the whole state, should be consid- 
ered.

The cit'zens of Sharptown are ciren- 
lating a petition and have secured a 
great many signatures, asking the 
Legislature to authorize and require 
the Commissioners of this and Dorches- 
ter Counties to bridge the Nanticoke at 
Sharptown. The petitior will be circu- 
lated in other parts ot the county. ‘The 
present mode of crossing is by ferry 
boat, which requires two men, and in 
stormy weather, the transportation is 
slow and attended with some danger. 
The travel is rapidly increasing and it 
is almost a constant running of the 
boats, one small and cne large, from 
early morn till late at night. A bridge 
seems to be almost a necessity and 
when the cost of ferry boate, cables 
and ether things are considered and 
the constant employment of two men 
there is not so much difference after all. 

The petition sets forth the request 
that the bridge be built during the 
year 1902. The bridge, if built will add 
greatly to the business and convenience 
of Sharptown, and near-by Dorchester 
and relatively the entire counties as 
well, It is an improvement that is

atking if I have anything to say 
on the subject of public road legisla- 
tion. Of course a great deal of work 
could bedone under our present law, 
to improve our highways, but whether 
it could be done most economically and 
efficiently ie a matter that will admitof 
discussion. It would hardly be neces 
sary this time for me to go over the 
subject of how to build roads, as this 
matter was all gone over last year, and 
I think most people agree that the meth 
ods laid out by the ADVERTISER and its 
contributors are correct—namely, that 
th» roads should be built of clay, and 
done by paid labor. Whether or not 
the neighborhood through which the 
roads are to be built, should contribute 
a definite part in the way of labor 
is a matter of details, and should be 
left to those who administer the laws. 
I believe any law enacted should con- 
tain the old feature of empowering the 
officers to ‘warn out’ citizens to con- 
tribute time towards the repairing of 
roade, but I do [not think for a 
moment that we should rely upon free 
labor to build roads. When I say build 
I mean cover them with clay. By the 
way, the more observation I have the 
stronger advocate I become of the clay 
roads; then I want to say toour friends 
at home that it will be no experiment, 
but simply adopting a well established 
principle in New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania, 

I have not at my command to-day 
the figures, but I am of the impression 
that the item for pay of road super- 
visors amounts to between three thous- 
and and thirty five hundred dollars a 
year in our county. Iam opposed to 
thie expenditure in this form when we 
are getting eo little results. I have 
been convinced in my own mind for 
some time that there should be a radi- 
cal change in the law in this respect, 
I believe that a law should be passed at 
the present session of legislature cre- 
ating a Supt of Highways, at a moder 
ate salary—say $800 or $1000a yoar and 
an allow over of $100 for expenses of 
keeping team, etc. and he should give 
his whole time to the work of building 
and repairing roads. I believe it would 
be best to have him appointed by the 
County Commissioners, not tha: they 
could make a better selection than the 
people at the polls, but he should be 
directly under the control of the Board 
05 County Commissioners, In fact 
should be the executive officer of the 
Board so far as the public roads are 
conce:ned; should be amenable to 
them, report monthly, work done, and 
subject to removal any time for neglect 
of duty. At certain seasons of the 
year his time could be giren to road 
building, for instance in Fall, Winter, 
and early Spring, when the farmers

by the way, that there is in my judg-

Why Our Roads Are Są Bad. 


One of the chief things that have 
conspired to place the roads of Mary- 
land with the worst in this broad land 
has been the practice of putting certain 
sections of the country in charge of 
road supervisors and distributing what 
money was to be experided for the con- 
struction and improvement of roads 
among them, These men have been 
political appointees, they have changed 
with each election, anithe forces at 
work under their charge have changed 
with them; moreover, they usually 
have been impressed with the idea that 
they must make as great a show for the 
money spent as possible, and conse 
quently they have used their allotment 
in the making of superficial repairs, 
covering a lot of ground—repairs so in- 
adequate that all traces of them have, 
asa rule, been swept away before the 
next season was ended. When the 
Highway Division of the Maryland 
Geological Survey was formed and be- 
gan its work, it found that a large pro- 
portion of the money spent on the im- 
provement of roads was wasted because 
of this practice; and the second report 
of the officers of that Division, now be- 
ing issued, calls attention to the fact 
that this evil has not been remedied. 
The roade, according to the report, sven 
return to their former bad condition, 
whereas if the efforts had been concen- 
trated on making proper improvements 
tothe worst sections of the different 
roads the result would have been a per- 
manent betterment. 

The evil of entrusting this work 
wholly to the road supervisors has been 
recognized, and an attempt made in 
some counties to correct the trouble by 
placing all road work in charge of the 
county commissioners. This system, 
however, is also ineffective, owing to 
the fact that the commissioners them- 
solves, while often men of high stand- 
ing and intelligence, have never recelv- 
ed any special training for the work of 
road building and maintenance, and 
are not familiar with the many technio- 
al factors that determine theusefulness 
and life of a road-bed. These things lie 
in the province of the expert road engi. 
neer, and the importance of utillaing ex- 
pert knowledge in the construction and 
repair of highways cannot be overésti- 
mated.

WHEALTON'S WILD GOOSE FARM. 


* 


Four Hanéred Acres of Laad Growing 
Wild Geese. 


A few weeks ago the Sunday editi n 
of the Baltimore Hera d published an 
account of Captain Whealton’s wild 
goose farm on Chincoteague Island, 
which wag widely read and quoted, 
Editor Haddaway was eviden ly not 
altogether pleased witn th» sc.ount, 
inasmuch as he bus written an account 
of thie industry which is charact risti 
cally bis own.

“There are numerous ostrich larme |

wild goose farm in the world, and that 
is Captain Joshua W. Whealton’s on 
Chincoteague Island, an Atlantic coast 
strip partly in Maryland and mostly in 
Virginia. Captain Whealun is one 
among the 400 wealthiest men of the 
peninsula. and he is not in the last 
row. His wild goose farm did not 
make his wealth; butithas been con- 
teibuting to ite amplitude. 

The area of Captain Whealton's wild 
goose farm is 400 acres. He commenced | 
an a much smaller scale than this,—h 
Srst plant b-ing a small salt water hole 
about as big as a cabbage's imagiva, 
tion, and a strip of ground the size of 
acabbage patch.

A man out of work, without money and 
without food for his family applied not 
long since to Rev. Dr. George &. Ander- 
son, pastor of the Highland Avenge Con- 
gregational church of Somerville, Mass.

Investigation proved the man's tale of, 
woe to be true. Then he conceited the 
idea of establishing a woodyard on a 
small scale. Several cords of wood wert 
purchased and piled up in the big base 
ment of the church. Men out of work 
and sceking employment were invited to 
come to the chopping block. 

The plan proved a success, For every 
foot of scantling sawed the man with the 
saw recelved 20 cents. Two feet, or a 
quarter of a cord, sawed anid split, mak- 
lug five sugar barrela full, netted the 
worker 00 cents. This was considered a 
fair day's work. 

Four of these barrels of kindling are 
sold for $1, Members of the church buy 
them. This pays the first cost of the 
scantiings and the labor besides. No 
proftt is made. The benefit of the dead 
goen to the man who works.

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Some of ihe Legislation of a Week at 
Annapolis. 

The bill introduced by Senator Betts 

proyiding for public libraries in the 

incorporated towns of the State has 


„ Passed ite second reading. A number 


of Senators objected to the feature 
providing for the levying of a tax for 
the purpose, and the following coun- 
ties were exempted from the operation 
of the law: Carroll, Garrett, Harford, 
Howard, Montgomery, Prince George's 
Queen Anne's, St. Mary's, Wicomico 
and Woroc*ster, 


The following isthe commission ap- 
pointed under the Straus education bill, 
to be known as “the commission for the 
improvement of public and normal edu- 
cation in Maryland’: John Walter 
Smith, Ira Remsen, Lloyd Lowndes, 
Henry Page, Richard M. Venable, Ed 
ward H»Grffih, Walter W. Abell, 
Joshua W. Hering, Henry Stockbridge, 
J. Wirt Randall, Stevenson A. Wil 
liams, Benjamin Harris Camalier, 
Joseph M Cushing, Ferdinand Williams 
and W. Bates Stephens. 


Mr. Brashears has introduced a bill 
to reenact with amendments the law 
relating to the tax on mortgages, This 
is the third bill covering the same sub- 
ject before the House. In explanation 
of his bill, Mr. Brashears said: 

The low now provides that the mort- 
gu zes shall pay a tax of 8 per centum 
on the interest on the mortgage debt; 
that one-fourth thereof be paid to the 
atate and the residue to the counties 
and the city of Baltimore. This bill 
provides That all the tax collecte 1 in 
the counties shall be paid to the several 
boards of county school commissioners, 
and that collected in Baltimore city to 
the board of scheol commissioners in 
Baltimore city for the use of the public 
schools, 

The school tax in several of the 
counties is insufffcient to maintain the 
schools, and there must be something 
done, and, if possible, without an ad- 
ditional direct tax on the real property 
and personal chattels. It seems to me 
that this is the opportune time to give 
the schools the benefit of this tax, be- 
cause the state will not feel the loss. 
At the same time, it will be a great 
help to the several county schools. In 
the course of afew years the tax de 
rived from this source will put the 


schools on a ound and firm footing. 


Ex Sergeant Ambrose A. Ryan, 
special agent for the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, took 
to Annapolis the docked horse which 
has been exhibited in Baltimore and 
it waa inspected with much interest by 
members of the House and Senate. 
The Sdciety has four bills in the Leg- 
islature, among them one to prevent 
the docking of horses’ tails, and the 
exhibition is the particularly aggrava- 
ted case which was purchased by the 
Boolety for this purpose The horse 
bears a blanket on which is inscribed 
Tail Docked—Mutilated for L'fe—For 
Fashion's Sake.“ 

Sergeant Ryan went to Secretary of 
State Bateman, who has charge cf the 
docket for legislative agents and attor- 
neys, and attempted to register the 
horse asa lobbyist in favor of the 8. 
P. C. A. bills, but Mr. Bateman de- 
clined to allow the registry. He wish- 
ed to register ‘‘Victim—6 year old 
sorrel gelding, mutilated for life, em- 
ployed in the interest of the bill pre- 
venting the docking of horses in Mary- 
land.“ Secretary Bateman said that 
he hardly thought it was dignified to 
allow this to go on the docket, though 
he was heartily in favor of the bill. 


A New District. 
Mr. White, of the Wicomico delega- 


` tion, has introduced a bill in the legis- 


lature to create a new election district 
in thiscounty out of parts of Salisbury 
and Nitter's districts. It will be 
known es Camden district, and will 
embrace South Salisbury. South 
Salisbury is becoming one of the most 
populous sections of the city and the 


residents of that portion of it east of 


Division street, South, are now in 
Nutters district and obliged to go five 
milesin the country to attend primaries 
and elections. Mr, White's bill, if it 
becomes a law, will give the election 
supervisors authority to establish a 
polling place in that part of Salisbury. 
The exact outlines of the district are 
not familiar to the writer, but it 10 
understood that the boundaries will 
not extend far into the country.

A BIG SNOW. 


Storm That Approaches The Blizzard 
Of 1899, 


The snow storm which passed over 
this community last Sunday night and 
Monday was a near approach to the 
great and memorable blixzard of Feb- 
ruary 1899. The snow commenced to 
fall early Sunday evening and by noon 
Monday had reached a depth of from 
twelve to fourteen inches, which drifted 
badly in the country, making travel 
almost impossible for a few days. 

The extremely cold weather bas con 
tinued for weeks, and navigation on 
the bay and its tributaries has been at 
astand still on account of the ice. This, 
and the heavy snows throughout this 
section has preyented the country people 
from sending their produce to market 
caused a scarcity in nearly all lines of 
vegetables and fruits, while eggs are par 
ticularly scarce and high. Eggs have 
been selling in Salisbury this week for 
80 cents per dozen, while they have 
averaged about 87 centsin the oltier. 
Prices on all vegetab!es have greatly 
advanced in the city markets, owing to 
the ecarcity. 

Dredging has been practically sus- 
pended, and oysters can hardly be ob- 
tained at any price. The following 
statement was made by one of the 
oyster shippers of Baltimore this week: 

“We are deluged with orderg that we 
cannot fill, and we are compelled to 
cut the orders of our regular trade, and 
on orders of five gallons we are sending 
but three, Prices are higher than they 
have been in ten years, and oysters 
that sold from 90 centato $1.15 a gal 
lon around Christmas are now bringing 
$1.25 to $2 a gallon. 

It is our opinion that prices will go 
even higher, and before the latter part 
of the week oysters will not be obtain- 
able at any price. We have not re. 
ceived a barrel of them over the Balti 
more and Chesapeake Railroad Com- 
pany’s steamers for nearly two weeks, 
and our supply on hand is almost 
gone.“ 

All the rivers and creeks are reported 
to be frozen oyer, and many vessels are 
held fast in the ice. The tongers are 
not able to work and the boats have 
very few oysters on hand. 

Practically the same condition exists 
along the Western Shore, but there are 
& few dredgers who are battling with 
the ice and wind, at the risk of losing 
their vessels. 

This condition of things is very hard 
on those people who depend on their 
vessel for a living, anda great deal of 
suffering has been experienced by the 
poorer classes, In Annapolis and along 
West river oystermen are daily being 
encountered who tell tales of terrible 
suffering from the cold and hunger. 
Their boats get caught in the ice and 
the crew are compelled to walk to the 
nearest town, as they do not carry 
enough provisions to last them until 
the ice breaks up. 

Here in Salisbury there has been 
comparatively little suffering on ac- 
count of the cold. Some of the farmers 
have been feeding the birds which are 
unable to obtain food for themselves cn 
account of the snow, 

The snow brought an end to the ex- 
cellent skating which has been so 
much enjoyed for the past weeks, on 
Lake Humphreys and other ponds in 
different sections of the county, but the 
merry jingling of the sleigh bells was 
heard almost constantly on the streets 
of Salisbury until the rain came Friday 
and created a slash.

Ashore Off Ocean City. 


The four mast schooner Anna Mur- 
ray of New York, Capt. D. k. Queen, 
stranded on the bar near Indian River 
Life Saving Station at 5,50 o'clock 
Monday morning, during a blinding 
snowstorm, and while a gale was blow- 
ing from the west. Shoe was discovered 
by the patrol from Indian River Life 
Savings Station, and the crews. from 
Indian River Life Savings Station and 
Fenwick's Island Life Savings Station 
shot their tackle aboard the echooner. 
The breeches buoy was used, and 85 
trips were made with this buoy in bring · 


ing the crew and their personal effects 


ashore. 

A high sca was running, and the 
spray flew to the masthead of the 
stranded schooner, The surf was filled 
with floating ice coming from Dela- 
ware Bay, and this, with the high sa, 
made it impossible to do anything 
toward getting the Anna Murray off, 
as small boats such as are needed for 
the purpose of running hawser and 
anchors could not live in the surf. 

The Anna Murray was built at Cam- 
den, Me., in 1809, regleters 1,524 tons, 
is 225 feet long, 48 wide and 21 deep, 
and is owned by Clarence Birdsall of 
Toms River, N. J. She carried a crew 
of 10 men

OYSTER PLANTING. 


Reason Why the Haman Bill is So 
Stony Opposed, 

A writer from Easton to the Balti- 
more Sun some days ago stated the 
oyster question as follows: 

“Some form ofoyater culture on leased 
barren bottome, to become private rès- 
ervations fora term of years, would 
meet with general and almost unani- 
mous approval among all the oyster 
interests of Talbot county were it not 
for the overshadowing fear that its 
simplest form would be an entering 
wedge for a_monoply of a trust that 
would eventually control and finally 
own all the commons of Maryland's 
part of the Chesapeake bay. This is 
the bugbear to tongers and scrapers 
and other activities where but little 
capital is invested and much personal 
labor is necessary to make an oyster- 
man a decent living. All admit that 
the time must come when there will be 
private ownership of oyster bottoms 
where oyster culture will be practiced, 
but most of those personally interested 
want to put off as long as possible 
what they call that evil day.” There- 
fore, in the salt-water sections of Tal- 
bot county a large majority of the 
people are opposed tothe Haman bill 
and to any other, material change in 
the present Oyster law. 

And, of course, politics is in it. Sen- 
ator Dixon’s frank indorsement of the 
Haman bill and the principles under- 
lying it has given the local Republican 
leaders much concern, They, like 
other practical politicians, subordinate 
every proposed measure and every èco- 
nomie principle to their vote-catching 
power. Letters of remorstrance and 
censure have been written to Senator 
Dixon, not attempting to controvert the 
soundness of his views, but urging that 
their promulgation is “bad politics” for 
the Republican party in Talbot. To off. 
set ita leading Republican politician 
of Easton, and a skillful one, a few 
days after Senator Dixon's interview 
was published armed himeelf with a 
petition, which he took around for sig- 
natures, asking the members of the 
House from Talbot to oppose the Ha- 
man bill. He gota number of people 
te sign the petition, and aleo met with 
some unexpected refusals in his own 
party. Among the white voters the 
oyster tongers hold the balance of 
power between the two parties in Tal- 
bot, if they vote as a unit, which, how- 
ever, they have never done. 

There is an important phase of this 
matter which has not yet had much at- 
tention, and that isthe gradual with- 
drawal of beth capital and labor from 
Maryland to Virginia waters, 

The situation in Maryland is just 
this: The oystermen have the monopo- 
ly and they do not want to give it up 
to capital. Their monoply isa barren 
possession. They will not plant and

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‘PENNSYLVANIA ALMANACS, 


Why One of Them Has Become Fixed 
In Public Confidence. 
Although the predominating 


race in 
Lancaster county is Teuton 


le, it may 
| 


ancestors from the fatherland. 

There is an oracle in Lancaster coun- 
ty, however, to which all bend their 
knee and which, next to the family 
Bible, holds the place nearest to the 

rural and in many instances the city 
| heart. It is the almanac, the German 
almanac. 

Lancaster, the ancient, has always 
deen an almanac city. The frst one, 
| “The Entirely New and Improved 

North American Almanac,” was pub- 
| ished here in 1776 by Francis Bailey 
| In the German language. It became 
popular at a bound and was the fore- 
runner of a great host of almanacs 
that have continued to the present day. 
| Im, 1779-80 three almanacs were issued 
| by Lancaster prir‘*ers—namely, Francis 
Bailey, Matthias Bartgis and Theopho- 
Us Cossart. In the same year the city 
of Philadelphia was publishing only 
two. Allrect and Lahn published al- 
manacs from 1788 to 1800, and later 
sons of Labn carried on the work until 
some time between 1830 and 1840. 

But “the” almanac was still to come. 
This was the one issued in English in 
1825 and in German in 1830 by John 
Bader, a work which is still religiously 
consulted in homes not only in Lan- 
caster county, but throughout many 
other regions in eastern Pennsylvania. 
Its predecessors commanded the re- 
spect of the people, but Baer's almanac 
won their confidence to a degree never 
perhaps enjoyed by any publication in 
the state of Tennsylvania. It all came 
about in a most pecullar way. 

This almanac antedates the weather 
bureau in the matter of weather pre- 
dictions. Under every day in the year 
la set forth the kind of weather that 
will prevail, and these predictions re- 
ceive the most unhesitating credence 
from thousands of people. This con- 
fidence arose In this way: One year in 
the early days of the almanac snow 
was announced for a day in the middle 
of July. It was, of course a typograpb- 
ical error which the proofreader failed 
to detcct. But on the day so specified 
there was a severe hallstorm, with a 
few transient flakes of snow. That 
was enough and fixed public confidence 
in the almanac for all time.—Lancaster 
(In.) Cor. Philadelphia Press. 


Bismarck and Gambetta. 

Both in the French and English press 
there is at present much talk about 
Gambetta’s relations to Bismarck, most 
of which is wide of the mark. The only 
occasion on which the great French- 
man visited Germany, with a view, pos- 
sibly, of meeting the chancellor, was in 
the autumn of 1881, when the Germans 
woke up one fine morning to find that 
he had been prowling about incognito 
among them. 

Gambetta went as far as Konigsberg 
and thus passed quite close to Varzin, 
where Bismarck was staying at the 
time. Referring to this at one of his 
parliamentary solrees, Bismarck said 
he supposed that the French statesman 
had really intended paying him a visit, 
but had abandoned his purpose on 
learning, perhaps en route, from his 
friends in Paris that such an act might 
be misconstrued in France. 

Within a month of this mysterious 
visit to Germany Gambetta had form- 
ed a new French ministry and taken 
unto himself the portfolio of foreign 
affairs, “He works upon the nerves 
of Europe,” said Bismarck, “like a 
man who beats a drum in a sickroom.”

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Wasitretox, Feb. 14—In this dis 
ourse Dr. ‘Talmage advises us to do 
‘ur best in the spheres where we are 
. ced and not walt to serve God in 
resounding position; text, I Corinthi- 
ans X. $l, “Whether, therefore, ye eat 
or drink or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of God.” 


When the apostle in this text sets 
forth the idea that so common an ac- 
tion ag the taking of food and drink is 
to be conducted to the glory of God, he 
broclalms the importance of religion 
lu the crdinary affairs of our life. In 
all ages of the world there has been a 
tendency to set apart certain days, 
places gud occasions for worship, and 
to think those were the chief realms 
In which religion was to act. Now, 
holy days and holy places have their 
importance. They give opportunity for 
special performance of Christian duty 
and for regaling of the religious appe- 
tite, but they cannot take the place of 
continuous exercise of faith and pray- 
er. In other words, a man cannot be 
sọ much of a Christian on Sunday that 
be can afford to be a worldling all the 
rest of the week, If a steamer put out 
for Southampton and go one day in 
that dipection and the other six days in 
other directions, how long before the 
steamer will get to Southampton? It 
will never get there. And, though a 
man may seem to be voyaging heaven- 
ward during the holy Sabbath day, if 
during the following six days of the 
week he is golng toward the world 
and toward the flesh and toward the 
devil how long will it take him to 
reach the peaceful harbor of heaven? 
You cannot eat so much at the Sabbath 
banquet that you can afford religious 
ahstinence the other six days. Hero- 
ism and princely behavlor on great oc- 
casions are no apology for lack of right 
demeanor lu circumstances Insignifi- 
cant and inconspicuous. The genuine 
Christian life is not spasmodic; does 
not go by fits and starts. It tolls on 
through heat and cold, up steep moun- 
tains nnd along dangerous decliivities, 
its eye on the everlasting bills crowned 
with the castles of the blessed. I pro- 
pose to plead for an everyday religion. 

In the first place we want to bring 
the religion of Christ into our conver- 
sation, When a dam bresis and two 
or three villages are overwhelmed or 
an earthquake in South Ameriea swal- 
lows a Whole city, then people begin 
to talk about the uncertainty of life, 
and they imagine that they are engag- 
ed in positively religious conversation. 
Xo. You may talk about these things 
und bave no grace of God at all in 
your heart. We ought every day to 
be inlking religion. If there is any- 
thins: clad about It. anything beautiful 
about it, anything important about it. 
we ouzbt to be continuously discuss- 
ing. I have noticed that men just 
In prop rtion as thelr Christian expe- 
rience is shallow talk about funerals 
und graveyards and tombstones and 
deathbecs, The real, genuine Chris- 
tiun man talks chiefy about this life 
aud the grent eternity beyond and not 
so much oLout the Insignificant pass 
between there two residetites. And 
y.t bow few circles there are where 
the religion of Jesus Christ is welcome, 
Ge into a circle evgn of Christian peo- 


ple. where they are full of joy and hi- 


larity, and talk about Christ or heaven 
uud everything is immediately silenced. 
As ob a tzummer day when the forests 
are full of life, chatter, chirrup and 
carol—a mighty chorus of bird harmo- 
ny. every tree branch au orchestra—ift 
a hawk appear In the sky, every voice 
stops and the forests are still. Just so 
I have seen a lively religious circle 
silenced on the appearance of anything 
like religious conversation. No one had 
anything to say save perbaps some old 
patriarch lu the corner of the room, who 
reully thinks that something ought to 
be sald under the circumstances; so he 
puts one foot over the other and bea ves 
a long sigh and says, “Ob, yes; that's 
so, that's so!” 
tt Makes the Heart Gied. 

My fonds, the religion of Jesus 
Christ is something to talk about with 
a glad heart. It is brighter than the 
waters: it is more cheerful than the 
sunshine. Do not go around gronning 
about your religion when you ought ta 
be sizing it or talking it in cheerful 
tones of voice. How often it Is that 
we find men whose lives are utterly 
inconalstent who attempt to talk rell- 
gion und always make a fallure of it! 
My friends. we must live religion or 
we cannot talk It. If a man is crunky 
and crosa nnd uncongenial and hard in 
his deullugs and then begins to talk 
abont Christ and heaven, everybody is 
repelled by it. Yet | bave beard such 
men siy in whining ionem, “We are 
miseraLie sinners.” “The Lord bless 
you,” “The Lord have mercy on you,” 
their vonverantion interlarded with 
such expressions, which menn nothing 
but conting. and canting la the worst 
form of bypocrisy. If we bave really 
felt the religion of Christ in our hearts, 
let us talk it, and talk it with an Illu- 
minated countenance, remembering 
that when two Christian people talk 
God gives special nitention and writes 
down what they suy: Malachi Jii, 16, 
“Then they that fenred the Lord spake 
often one to another, and the Lord 
hearkened and beard it, and a book of 
remembrance was written.“ 


= 


Aruln, I remark, we must bring the 
religion of Christ into our employ- 
ments. Oh.“ you say, “that is very 
well if u tian handle large sums of 
money cr i? he have nu extensive trat- 
le, but in the bumble work in life that 
Jam called to the sphere is too small 
for the action of such grand, heavenly 
principles,” Who tvid you ap? Do you 
not know that God watches the faded 
tenf cu the b:osk's surface as certainly 
oo he does the path of a blazing sun? 
And the moss that creeps up the side 
of the rock makes as much impression 
upon G d's mind as the waving tops 
of Croyon pine and Lebanon cedar, 
and the alder, crackling under the 
cow's hoof, sounds as loud in God's ear 
as the siup of a world's conflagration. 
When y n have anything to do in life, 
huwever humble it may seem to be, 
God is always there to help you to do 
It. If your work is that of a fisher- 
min, then God will help you, as he 
helped Simon when he: dragged Gen- 
nesarct. If your work is drawing wa- 
ter then he will help you, as when he 
talked nt the well curb to the Samari- 
tan woman. If you are engaged in the 
cust-m house, be will lead you, as be 
led Matthew sitting åt the receipt of 
customs. A religion that is not good in 
one place is not worth anything in an- 
other pluce. The man who has only a 
day's wages in bis pocket as certainly 
needs the guidance of religion as he 
who rattles the keys of a bank and 
conid abecond with a bundred thou- 
sand doliurs. 


Putting Religion Into Practice. 

There are those prominent in the 
churches who seem to be on public oc- 
casions very devout who do not put 
the principles of Christ's religion into 
practice. They are the most inexora- 
ble of creditors. They are the most 
grasping of dealers. They are known 
as sharpers on the street. They fleece 
every sheep they can catch. A country 
merchant comes in to buy spring or fall 
goods, and he gets Into the store of one 
of these professed Christian men who 
have really no grace in their hearts, 
and he is completely swindied. He is 
fo overcome that he cannot get out of 
town during the week. He stays in 
town over Sunday, goes into some 
church to get Christian consolation, 
when what is his amazement to find 
that the very man who hands bim the 
poor box in the church is the one who 
relieved him of his money! But never 
mind; the deacon has his black coat on 
now. He looks solemn and goes home, 
talking about “the blessed sermon.” If 
the wheat in the churches. should be 
put into a hopper, the first turn of the 
crank would make the chaff fly, I tell 
vou. Some of these men are great 
sticklers for gospel preaching. They 
say: “You stand there in bands and sur- 
plice and gown and preach—preach 
like an angel—and we will stand out 
here and attend to business, Don't 
mix things. Don't get business and re- 
ligion In the same bucket. You attend 
to your matters, and we will attend to 
ours.” They do not know that God 
sees every cheat they have practiced in 
the last six years; that he can look 
through the iron wall of their fireproof 
safe; that be has counted every dis- 
honest dollar they bave in thelr pocket, 
and that a day of judgment will come, 
These Inconsistent Christian men will 
sit on the Sabbath night In the house 
of God singing at the close of the 
service “Rock of ages cleft for me” and 
then when the benediction is pronounc- 
ed shut the pew door and say as they 
go out: Goodby, religion. I'll be back 
next Sunday.” 


„I think that the church of God and 


the Sabbatb are only an armory where 
we are to get weapons. When war 
comes, If a man wants to fight for his 
country, he does not go to Troy or 
Springfield to do battling, but he 
there for swords.and muskets, I look 
upon the church of Christ and the Sab- 
bath day as only the place and time 
where and when we are to get armed 
for Christian conflict, but the battle 
field is on Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day. Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 
“St. Martin's“ and “Lenox” and “Old 
Hundredth” do not amount to anything 
unless they sing all the week. A ser- 
mon is useless unless we can take it 
with us behind the plow and the coun- 
ter. The Sabbath day is worthless if 
it last only twenty-four hours 


The Work Nearest at Hand. 
There are many Christians who say: 
“We are willing to serve God, but we 
do not want to do It in these spheres 
about whicb we are talking, and it 
seems so insipid and monotonous. If 
we had some great occasion, If we bad 
lived In the time of Luther, if we bad 
been Pauls traveling companion, if 
we could serve God on a great scale, 
we would do It, but we can’t in this 
everyday life.” I admit that a great 
deal of the romance and knight errant- 
ry of life have disappeared before the 
advance of this practical age. The an- 
cient temples of Rouen bave been 
changed into storehouses and amithles. 
The residences of poets and princes 
lave been turned into brokers’ shops. 
The classic Mansion of Ashland bas 
been cut up Into walking sticks. The 
groves where the poets sald the gods 
dwelt hu ve been carted out for fre- 
wood. The muses that we used to read 
about have disappeared before the im- 
migroot'’s ax and the trapper's gun, 
and the man who is waiting for a life 
bewitched with wonders will never 
und it. There is, however, a feld of 
endurance and great achievement, but 
it is In everyday life, There are Alps 
to senle, there are Hellesponts to swim, 
there are fires to brave, but they are 
all ground us now. This is the hardest 
kind of martyrdom to bear. 

It took grace to lead Latimer and 
Ridley through the fre triumphantly 
when thelr armed enemies and their 
friends were looking on, but it re 
quires more grace now to bring men 
through persecution when nobody is 
looking on. I could show you in this 
city a woman has had rbeuma- 
tiam for twent; who has en- 
Aured more and exhausted

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breath of a basilisk? 3 

Do not think that any work God 
gives ycu to do in the world is on too 
sma.l a scale for you to do. The whole 
untierse is not ashamed to take care 
cf one little lower. Plato had a fable 
which I have now nearly forgotten, 
but it ran something like this: He said 
spirits of the other world came back 
to this world to find a body and find a, 
sphere of work. One spirit came and 
took the body of a king and did his 
work; ancther spirit came and took the 
body of a poet and did his work; after 
awhile Ulysses came, and he said: 
“Why, all the fine bodies are taken, 
and all the grand work is taken. There 
is nothing left for me.” And some one 
replied, “Ah, the best one bas been left 
for you.” Ulysses sald, “What's that?“ 
And the reply was, “The body of a 
common man, doing a common work 
and for a common reward.” A good 
fable for the world and just as good a 
fable for the church. Whether we eat 
or drink or whatsvever we do, let us 
do It to the glory of God. 


Religion of Everyday Life, 

Again, we need to bring the religion 
of Christ into our commonest trials, 
For severe losses, for bereavement, for 
trouble that shocks like an earthquake 
and that blasts like a storm, we pre- 
acribe religious consolation; but, busi- 
ness man, for the small annoyances of 
last week bow much of the grace of 
God did vou apply? Oh.“ you say, 
“these trials are too small for such ap- 
plication.” My brother, they are shap- 
ing your character, they are souring 
your temper, they are wearing out your 
patience and they are making you less 
and lesa of a man. I go into a sculp- 
tor’s studio and see him shaping a 
statue. He has a chisel-in one band 
and a mallet in the other, and he gives 
a very gentle stroke—click, click, click! 
I say, “Why don't you strike harder?” 
„Oh.“ he replies, “that would shatter 
the statue, | can’t do it that way. I 
must do It this way.” So he works on, 
and after awhile the features come 
out, and everybody that enters the stu- 
dio Is charmed and fascinated. Well, 
God has your soul under process of de- 
velopment, and it is the little annoy- 
ances and vexations of life that are 
chiseling out your Immortal nature. It 
is click, click, click! 1 wonder why 
some great providence does not come 
and with one stroke prepare you for 
heaven. Ah. no. God says that Is not 
the way. And so he keeps on by strokes 
of little annoyances, little sorrows, lit- 
tle vexations, until at last you shall be 
a glud spectacle for angels and for 
men. You know that a large fortune 
may be spent in small change, and a 
vast amount of moral character may 
go away in small depletions. It is the 
little troubles of life that are baving 
more effect upon you than the great 
ones, A swarm of locusts will kill a 
graintield sooner than the incursion of 
three or four cattle. You say, “Since 1 
lost my child, since I lost my property, 
I bave been a different man.” But you 
do not recognise the architecture of lit- 
tle annoyances that are hewlng, dig- 
ging, cutting, shaping, splitting and in- 
terjoining your moral qualities. Rats 
may sink a ship. One lucifer match 
may send destruction through a block 
of storehouses. Catherine de’ Medici 
got her death from smelling a polison- 
ous rose. Columbus, by stopping and 
asking for a piece of bread and a drink 
of water ata Franciscan convent, was 
led to the discoyery of the new world. 
And there is an Intimate connection be- 
tween trifles and Immensities, between 
nothings and everythings. 

Now, be careful to let none of those 
annoyances go through your soul unar- 
raigned. Compel them to administer 
to your spiritual wealth. The scratch 
of a sixpenny nail sometimes produces 
lock ju w. and the clip of a most in- 
Oultesimal annoyance may damage you 
forever. Do not let any annoyance or 
perplexity come across your soul with- 
out ite making you better. 


“ Revenue of Spiritual Strength. 
Our national government did not 
think it belittling to put a tax on pins 
and a tax on buckles and a tax on 
shoes. The individual taxes do not 
amount to much, but In the aggregate 
to millions and millions of dollars. And 
t would, have you, O Christian man, 
put a bigh tariff on every annoyance 
and vexation that comes through your 
soul. This might not amount to much 
In single enses. but in the aggregate it 
would be o great revenue of spiritual 
strength and satisfaction. A bee can 
suck boney even out of a nettle, and if 
you have the grace of God In your 
heart. you cay get sweetness out of 
that which would otherwise irritate 
and annoy. The only way to get pre 
pared for the great troubles of life is 
to conquer these small troubles, And 
I have to tell you, O Christian men, if 
you cannot apply the principles of 
Christ's religion on a small scale you 
will never be able to apply them on a 
large senile. If you cannot contend 
successfully against tbese small sor- 
rows that. come down single banded, 
what will you do when the greater dis- 
asters of life come down with thunder- 

ing artillery, rolling over your soul? 
Again, we must bring the religion of 
Christ into our commonest blessings, 
When the nutum comes and the bar- 
Vests are lu and the governors make 
proclamations, we assemble In churcti- 
en uud we nre very thankful. But 
every day ought to be a thanksgiving 
day. We do not recognize the com- 
mon mercies of life. ‚We have to see 
á bilind man led by his dog before we 
begin to bethink ourselves of what a 
grund thing it ls to have undimmed 
eyesight. We have to see some wound- 
ed man hobbling on his cruteb or with 
, bis empty ccat sleeve pinned up bo- 
‘fore we learn to think what a grand 
thing God did for us when be gave us

the animatcule in the sod to the seraph 


on the throne, so we go on eating, 
drinking and enjoying, but never 
thanking, or seldom thanking, or, if 
thanking at all, with only half a 
heart. 

God's Common Blessings, 

But suppose God should withdraw 
these common blessings! Your body 
would become an inquisition of tot- 
ture, the cloud would refuse rain, every 
green thing would crumple up, and the 
earth would crack open under your 
feet. The alr would cease its healthful 
circulation, pestilence would swoop, 
and every house would become a place 
of skulls. Streams would first swim 
with vermin and then dry up, and 
thirst and hunger and anguish and de- 
spair would lift thelr scepters, Oh, 
compare such a lite as that with the 
life you live with your families! Is it 
not time that, with every word of our 
lips and with every action of our life 
we began to acknowledge these every- 
day mercies? “Whether ye eat or 
drink or whatsoever ye do, do all to the 
glory of God.” Do I address a man or 
a woman who has not rendered to God 
one single offering of thanks? 

I was preaching one Thanksgiving 
day and announced my text—“Oh, 
give thanks unto the Lord, for he is 
good, for hig mercy endureth forever.“ 
I do not know whether there was any 
blessing on the sermon or not, but the 
text went straight to a young man’s 
heart. He said to himself as I read 
the text: Oh, give thanks unto the 
Lord, for he is good’— Why, I have 
never rendered him any thanks! Oh, 
what an ingrate I have been!’ Can it 
be, my brother, that you have been fed 
by the good hand of God all these days, 
that you have bad clothing and shelter 
and all the beneficent surroundings, 
and yet bave never offered your heart 
to God? Oh, let a sense of the divine 
goodness shown you In everyday bless- 
ings melt your heart, and if you have 
never before uttered one earnest note 
of thanksgiving let this be the day 
which shall hear your song! What I 
say to one I say to all. Take this prac- 
tical religion I have recommended into 
your everyday life. Make every day a 
Sabbath and every meal a sacrament 
and every room you enter a holy of 
holies. We all haye work to do; let 
us be willing to do it. We all have 
sorrows to bear; let us cheerfully bear 
them. We all have battles to fight; let 
us courageously fight them. If you 
want to dle right, you must liye right. 
Negligence and indolence will win the 
hiss of everlasting scorn, while faith- 
fulness will gather its garlands and 
wave its scepter and ait upon its 
throne long after this earth has put on 
ashes and eternal ages have begun 
their march. You go home today and 
attend to your little sphere of duties. 
I will go home and attend to my little 
sphere of duties. Every one in his own 
lace, So our every step In life shall be 
a triumphal march, and the humblest 
footstool on which we are called to alt 
will be a conqueror's throne.

By seleciing for improvement the 
heaviest parte of the road first, since 
the woret stretches are often caused 
by the very heavy material that 
the best grade of road metal, 
systematically working under intelli 
gent guidance, five years would fin 
every Ly highway in a county 
passable the year around as a 
city street, and at ver 
cost than is y equandered 
on “working the roads. The county 
surveyor could easily superintend the 
whole work for his district: 5 
local overseers as head burners, he 
could soon produce as good a system of 
highways as any one could wish for, 
Once properly prepared, two men could 
easily keep the roads of a whole county 
overs in good repair. 

With no more expenditure of money 
and effort than is now put on the coun- 
try roads, ballasting with burnt olay 
would uce in a dosen years a aye 
tem of highways equal to any of those 
for which France has eo long been fim» 
ous. 

A burnt gumbo road is never muddy, 
for that property is lost in burning, 
The surface of the road is hard and 
smooth. Asa speedway for bicycles 
and automobiles it is ideal. For car 
riages and heavy wagons it has no pu 

iur. No vegetation can grow on it, 
tis practically free from dust, after 
the highway system has been well de 
veloped, so that mud is not brought is 
from the tributary roads. Moreover 
the warm red highways contrast pleas 
ingly against the green landscape al 
those seasons of the year when country 
drives are most enjoyable.—From
